Under civil war conditions, 
the rule in Korea is actually in 
the hands of Dr. Rhee, with the 
backing of the American-train- 
ed military and American mo- 
ney. For the state's - security. 
Korea has developed an army 
of 66,000 men, well fed, well 
equipped and trained in com- 
bat, with a growing reserve. It 
has a national police force of 
60,000 men, armed with car- 
bines, machine guns and au- 
tomatics, and pretty well mo- 
torized, plus a metropolitan po- 
lice force of another 10,000 men. 
It also has a National Youth 
Corps of perhaps 3.000.000 young 
men and women.  fanatically 
patriotic, drilled continually in 
marching and singing, and used 
as labour battalions and for 
local supplementary policing. 

With the help of American 
money and technicians, the 
State is making remarkable pro- 
gress in some fields of its eco- 
nomy, production of coal and 
electric power, renovation of its 
transport and key industries. 
Americans on the spot are al- 
most evangelic in their fervour 
for Korean revival, but they 
admit the new state will never 
be really self-supporting ° until 
reunion with North Korea. They 
hope, however. that by 1952 
agricultural South Korea will be 
“almost self-supporting” at a 
very low standard of life. so 
that very little further Amer- 
ican monetary assistance will be 
needed 

In the fight for Korea. as 
waged today between the Unit- 


-ed States and Russia virtually 


every advantage lies with Rus- 
sia. Once the American props 
are withdrawn South Korea 
will fall beneath the weight of 
Communist Asia And this cor- 
respondent has yet to meet an 
American in Korea who is will- 
ing to fight for it S.

Move to Holy Land 

The air was electric with 
the great event. In the town 
in.which the play is laid, 
Jews were preparec to leave 
for the Holy Land at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Their belong- 
ings were packed for the jour- 
ney. There were furious fi- 
nancial dealings in a last 
minute effort to liquidate 
stocks and properties, though 
Cespite these deals many a 
substantial citizen -was secret- 
ly planning to be the only 
Jew left behind to enjoy the 
fleshpots of the unredeemed. 
Beggars who had collected 
from all the corners of the 
earth made themselves at 
home in the houses of the 
rich. Licentiousness and free- 
dom from the rigid restraints 
of Jewish law became the 
order of the day. 

With this charged atmo- 
sphere as a background, Ha- 
zvaz has concentrated on the 
family of the prosperous mer- 
chant Jost. His daughter, 
Olek, had been married to a 
very young scholar, Yuspa, 
who spent his days in study. 
He was an ardent follower of 
Shabbetai Zvi. Consequently 
he quarrels with the Rabbi of 
the town, an austere and 
dignified interpreter of Jewish 
law and the Jewish way of 
Life. Yuspa is in love with 
Yutah, the daughter of the 
Rabbi. He convinces her that 
their love is sacred and im- 
portant, since his marriage to 
Olek was arranged before he 
understood the meaning of 
love. He refuses the love of 
his beautiful wife and leaves 
his home. When the guilty 
love of Yuspa is discovered 
he is put in anathema and 
banished to the home of the 
beggars. 

Yuspa has a powerful per- 
sonality and the more he 
suffers for his belief in. the 
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new Messiah, the more he 
becomes convinced in his own 
holy mission. In a gradual 
breakdown, he finally is cer- 
tain that he is thé Messiah 
hen Joseph, who according 
to Jewish traditon, will come 
ti announce the coming of 
the Messiah ben David. Even 
though the curse upon him 
prevents people from speak- 
ing to‘ him, tite women who 
love him,. the beggars and 
even the respected citizens of 
tne town turn to him for 
leadership. But madness has 
touched him. He orders the 
beggars to burn the town. so 
that all will be purified by 
fre for the coming of the 
Messiah. Tragedy touches 
everything which he holds 
dear. 
Meskin as Ascetic 

Meskin plays the role of the 
ascetic, fanatical Yuspa. He 
plays it with sincerity and 
much emotion. Personally, | 
shoulda have liked to see Is- 
rael Becker given the oppor- 
tunity to play this part. From 
the point of view of casting, 
I think he would have been 
a good choice for Yuspa, even 
though he fills his minor role 
of one of the rich men admir- 
ably. The rich householders, 
headed by Bertonoff as Jost, 
ere well cast. Arie Kutai is 
the officious bat‘han, Mena- 
chim Finkelherring, and Ra- 
phael Klatzkinethe philander- 
ing Wolpin. Shoshana Ravid 
is good as Olek. Pnina Perach 
plays the emotional part of 
Yutah with unbridled feeling. 
Miss Perach is a good actress. 
She could be a very good 
actress if she had someone to 
hold a firm rein and prevent 
her from over-acting.

FTER heiping.tefeedechiid~ for Palestine” is Mer Alien, 
ren who hed fied Nazi the well-known New York 
persecution, Martha Sharp, ® 
Christian, returned to her na- 
tive Boston together with her 
husband, a Unitarian Minister, 
and vowed that she would de- 
vote one month a year to rais- 
ing. funds for Jewish child- 
ren. 


That was seven years ago. 
Today, Mrs Sharp is vice-chair- 
man of the “Children for Pa- 
lestine Inc..” an entirely non- 
Jewish enterprise, which she 
founded and to which she de- 
votes almost every day of 
the year, collecting funds for 
Jewish children. She is in Is- 
rael now, on her fourth visit 
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Most of the donors in the 
25 American cities which con- 
tribute to this fund aré child- 
ren. Each city has ite local 
committee which turns over 
its collections to Youth Aliyah. 
In Sunday school, over the 
radio, in school and kinder- 
garten, children are told about 
these in far-away lands who 
have lost all they once own- 
including their parents, 
nd who are now going to a 
new home where they meed 
housing, clothes, sports gear, 
books and toys. The response 
was “tremendous,” Mrs. Sharp 
said in an interview here 
the children were coming with 
their savings, in pennies and 
dollars, and induced others to 
do the same, and soon enough. 
$2,500 is raised and a new 
house can be built in Ben 
Shemen. 


Great Response 

Or they come with toys, 
games and books for the 
“Christmas and Hanuka Gifts 
to Children” Committee. Last 
year, the response was 5% 
great and presents continued 
to stream in even after Ha- 
nuka, that the Committee de- 
cided to turn the venture into 
an entire project and to reise 
funds and gifts until eech of 
the 220 settlements in Israel 
hed received athietic equip- 
ment for its children.
